To an 
inquiry as to how Padberg’s choice fell upon Fitz- 
Gibbon, the Judge gave the astonishing explanation 
that he had met him at Democratic headquarters. 

A word more about FitzGibbon. Inquiries have dis- 
closed the fact that his nephew, James FitsGibbon, 
statistician in the Department of Public Service, 
served as one of the judges in the Second Precinct 


issue election. The vote for the bond issue in that 
precinct, as certified to the Board of Bilection Com- 
missioners, was 398 to 1. That count was and is 
fraudulent. <A partial investigation of the Second 
Preeinet produced affidavits from four residents who 
swore they voted against the bond issue. As foreman 
of the grand jury, FitzGibbon is privileged to open 
the ballot box of the Second Precinct of the Fifth 
Ward and examine the contents. As we asked before, 
“Wouldn’t that have been a dainty dish to set before 
Foreman FitzGibbon ?” 

So much for Judge Padberg’s foreman. Another 
member of the jury, George F.' Cassidy, has a son 
and a daughter on the city payroll, Juror Jacob 
Wuerz is a brother-in-law of City Treasurer Menne. 
Juror Charles F. Stuart was-a Democratic member 
of the old House of Delegates from the Twenty- 
seventh Ward. We do not know how these men 
voted. We do know that four jurors—including John 
J. Kaske and Edward Rosenthal—voted to go into the 
river-front frauds. ‘We do not know how the others 
voted. 

But one thing is certain. It was obviously both 
unwise and improper for Judge Padberg to select 
members with political connections or associations 
for a jury faced with the prospect of investigating a 
project of the city administration. , 

Having selected the jury, it would have been log- 
ical for Judge Padberg, in his instructions; to mention 
the subject which it was almost certain would be 
presented to it for consideration. The major bisi- 
ness before St. Louis grand juries since last summer 
and the major business before them for a considerable 
time in the future will be investigation of election 
frauds. Judge Kirkwood, for instance, in impaneling 
the September grand jury, gave it apecifie iistric- 
tions on the subject, and the jury. did a fine piéce 
of work—returning numerous indictments and a blis- 
tering report on the scurvy thieves who are stealing 
St. Louis elections. 

Judge Padberg did not instruct the grand jury to 
investigate the frauds. He ignored them. 

The subsequent events are fresh in the public mem- 
ory. We have seen how the Judge, when questioned, 
sought to explain his behavior, To the question, “Do 
you think that the bond issue election should be in- 
vestigated by a grand jury, either the present one 
or another?” Judge Padberg said first, “I have nothing 
to say”; later, “I am giving very serious considera- 
tion to what I ought to do in this situation.” 

It appeared, in the course of the interview, that 
Judge Padberg had “no knowledge of evidence of 
fraud” in the bond issue election. He wanted to “in- 
form” himself about that. Asked if he had not read 
the published evidence of fraud, he said that if he 
had he didn’t remember it. 

This is a remarkable statement. On Sept. 8, 1936, 
the Post-Dispatch began the publication of the evi- 
dence of fraud in the bond issue election. Hundreds 
of columns were devoted to news of inherently sensa- 
tional importance to the community—sensational be- 
cause it involves the very cornerstone of democracy-—-. 
the sanctity of the ballot. 

Thus the picture forms. A Judge who until a year 
before his election to the bench was a pharmacist— 
and, therefore, lacks the experience in the law which 
should be a prime qualification for service on the 
bench—this Judge is the one who conducted the cur- 
ious proceedings in relation to the receivership of a 
solvent concern; he is the Judge who impaneled the 
December grand jury and placed on it four men with 
political connections and associations; he is the Judge 
who failed to give the jury specific instructions to 
investigate the election frauds; he is the Judge who, 
upon being given ample opportunity, has failed to 
render a satisfactory explanation of his conduct to 
the public. 

As an individual, Judge Padberg is completely un- 
important. As a Judge, he is of immense import- 
ance. He is an immature man in the law. He has 
failed to meet the test which the great office of Cir- 
cuit Judge imposes upon all who hold it. He has 
forfeited public confidence. He has destroyed his 
usefulness on the bench.

Change the Rules. 


NE cause of the debate lies 

in the rules governing the 
voting.

CLOVER BECAME FIELD CROP 
AFTER WAR OF REVOLUTION: 


Hay Production Regarded as of 
No Great Importance in 
Colonial Times.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2. — Al- 
‘though mention of red clover is 


found in early:colonial history, it 
probably was not until after the 
Revolution that: farmers planted it 
as a forage, hay, and soil-building 
crop, according to records in the 
United States Bureau. of Plant In- 
dustry. 

An early history aS —— — 
about 1730, reports’ that little seed 
of any grass was sown, as the plow 
seldom was used to prepare for 
meadows; that red and white clov- 
er were propagated only by manure. 
But clover had been introduced be- 
fore that.

1749 it was growing onthe hills and 
in the woods of New York. 

A Philadelphia wrater of the pe- 
riod of 1735 to 1740, remembers a 
bullock that was ill because of eat- 
ing. too much clover and says “as 
clover was only then making its en- 
trance into the neighborhood, they 
were all strangers to its effect.”

LIVING CELL TO DEAD ATOM 


Dr. W. M. Stanley Isolates Organic. 

Protein That Changes to Inor- 

ganic Crystal and Back. 7 
{ By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 2:—Dr. W.’ 
M. Stanley of the. Rockefeller In- 
stitute of Medical Research at 
Princeton, N.-J., in a report to a 
special meeting of the American 
Philosophical Society, told today of 
science’s newest step toward under- 
standing the difference between 
things which Uve and those which 
do not. He was awarded-the $1000 
prize of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. at 
Atlantic City yesterday for.the out- 
standing report of the annual ‘con- 
vention. 

Dr. Stanley was not present. He 
is all. His paper was read by: Dr. 
Carl Ten Broeck of the Princeton 
Laboratory of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation. 

In his report on viruses and virus 
diseases, he declared that the first 
of such disease-causing viruses had 
been isolated and found to be a 
protein. 

This protein, which causes the 
disease known as tobacco-mosaic in 
tobacco, tomato and some garden 
plants, is alive because it can grow, 
reproduce and infect large number 
of plants when present in very 
small quantities; yet it cannot die 
because When separated: from its 
—* plants it is merely crystals of 
protein, somewhat rdinary ta- 
ble salt. Dr. Stanley a similar 
slight difference existed between 
cancer cells and the normal cells of 
the body. 

Because of this difference ‘jn the 
protein, he suggested, “the border- 
line between the living and the non- 
living tends to become non-existent.”
